HOME Secretary Theresa 
May visited Waltham Forest to 
learn more about a scheme to 
combat violent gangs. 

Mrs May went to the 
Construction and Skills 
Centre in Leytonstone on 
Thursday to meet former gang 
members who have learned 
new trades. 

She heard how the past year 
alone gang violence among 10 
to 19-year-olds in Waltham 
Forest had almost halved. 

Mrs May, who was accom¬ 
panied by local MPs Ian 
Duncan Smith and Stella 
Creasy, introduced the govern¬ 
ment's anti-gang strategy after 
the 2011 summer riots. 

She heard about innovative 
‘job swap’ schemes for former 


and would-be gang members 
and how access to help from 
local charities and organisa¬ 
tions had been instrumental in 
changing young peoples’ out¬ 
looks and demeanours. 

She questioned profession¬ 
als and practitioners about 
issues such as housing, the 
sharing of information and the 
willingness of families to get 
involved with the project. 

Council leader Chris 
Robbins welcomed the Home 
Secretary and took part in the 
round table discussion. 

He said: Since the pro¬ 
gramme's introduction we’ve 
seen a reduction in gang-relat¬ 
ed crime, but most important¬ 
ly we’ve helped young people 
to turn their lives around. In 
the past year alone gang vio¬ 
lence amongst 10 to 19-year- 
olds has almost halved.

Optimism after meeting with interim board at troubled school 

Parents see a 
brighter future 


A TROUBLED Barking school 
looks set for a fresh start. 

Parents who have been battling for 
changes said they were now opti¬ 
mistic about the future for Eastbury 
Primary School, after a meeting 
with members of the board sent in to 
improve standards. 

Education Secretary Michael 
Gove appointed an Interim 
Executive Board (IEB) at the begin¬ 
ning of last month following a 
steady flow of complaints from par¬ 
ents about bullying, cheating in 
exams and poor leadership. 

He said at the time he was investi¬ 
gating the school. The board has 
been working there since June 10. 

Yesterday all four board members 
met parents for one-to-one sessions. 

“We feel the future is much 
brighter,” said Moni Wright who has 
been the parents’ spokeswoman 
throughout their campaign for an 
investigation into the Dawson 
Avenue school, which has involved 
petitioning Mr Gove. 

Mrs Wright is looking forward to 
the new headteacher, Leigh Hovey, 
taking over in September. 

“He was very positive and deter¬ 
mined to ensure the children get the 
good education they deserve.” 

“We had been concerned abut the 
school for a long time, feeling our 
children were just not getting the 
education they deserved. 

“Now we are hopeful. But I have 
warned that if things do not work 
out we, parents, will be back to 
make sure they do.”

Waterside guide is best-seller 



AN ESSEX author has 
topped an Amazon Best 
Seller list thanks to the July 
heat-wave. 

Camping by the 
Waterside, by Yellow 
Advertiser news editor 
Stephen Neale, has become 
Britain’s biggest-selling 
camping guide. 

Stephen, 49, said: “It’s 
brilliant to see some good 
weather, but I’m double 
pleased the book was 
Number 1 at the weekend." 

Stephen spent five years 
researching and writing the 
guide. It was published by 
Bloomsbury in March 2013. 

Despite rave reviews, the 
unseasonal cold spring gen¬ 
erated only modest interest. 
But the summer heatwave 
sparked a rush of sales, and 
the book climbed to 
Number 1 in Amazon’s 
Camping Guide Best Seller 
List at the weekend, and 
Top 10 in both the 
Amazon EU and UK 
Travel Guides charts. 

The campsite guide 
describes locations that 
accommodate tents, 
motorhomes and caravans. 

Despite its popularity 
among sun seekers, it was 
actually written as an anti¬ 
dote to bad weather, rather 
than sunshine. 

“As a family we looked for 
waterside campsites 

because when we had rain 


the philosophy was ‘stay 
wet’,” he said. 

“Canoeing and swimming 
can be just as much fun in a 
cheap wetsuit in a storm, as 
in sunshine. 

“But I guess people may 
need a little convincing. 
Camping and sun are still 
the big two.” 

Stephen has spent ten 
years travelling the British 
Isles searching for camp¬ 
sites by water because of his 
passion for sailing, canoe¬ 
ing, surfing, swimming and 
fishing. He recorded more 
than 2,000 sites and posted 
them online for free at 
www.camponwater.com in 
2009. Bloomsbury then 
commissioned him to write 
a guide to his 130 favourite 
sites in 2011. 

BBC TV presenter and 
travel writer Martin Dorey 
wrote the foreword to the 
book and The Mail on 
Sunday newspaper reviewed 
and rated it as its Book of 
the Week in May. 

The book has won plaudits 
from Surfers Against 
Sewage, canoe groups and 
angling clubs.

Big drop in disruption on the Hi be 


TRESPASSING, cable theft and stone 
throwing, the main causes of Tube dis¬ 
ruption, have dropped by 35.8 per cent. 
British Transport Police (BTP) and 



Transport for London (TfL) claim it is 
down to their joint-action. 

There were 1,264 crimes between 
June 2010 and June 2011 which caused 
delays, but this has been cut to 940 in 
2011/12 and to 811 in 2012/13. 

The Police Medic Response Unit 
(PMRU) was introduced in May 2010 
for fast medical help to people taken ill, 
minimising disruption. The unit com¬ 


prises 20 medically trained officers. 

And from February 2012, TfL’s 
Emergency Response Unit (ERU) vehi¬ 
cles, driven by the BTP, were able to 
travel with blue lights and sirens, allow¬ 
ing them to swiftly respond. The ERU 
deals with incidents where public safety 
is at risk, such as obstructions on the 
track, broken down trains and incidents 
where people are struck by trains. 


A cable-theft team, introduced last 
year, has seen a reduction in that crime. 

Chief Superintendent Paul Brogden 
said: “Over the last three years, we have 
achieved a significant reduction in the 
number of crimes that cause disruption 
to the Tube network. This has been 
down to successful partnership work 
between BTP and TfL, particularly the 
introduction of the PMRU and ERU.”

Road deaths lowest 
ever, except cyclists 



DANGERS: Only cyclist deaths on the roads are increasing. 
Now RoSPA is working at ways to bring down this figure too 


A FALL in deaths on the 
road to the lowest number 
since records began has 
been welcomed by the 
Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents 
(RoSPA). 

But the safety champion 
has raised concern at the 
rise in cyclist deaths. 

Now RoSPA is calling for 
greater provision for training 
cyclists, improved driver 
awareness and safer roads 
for cyclists. 

The provisional road casu¬ 
alty figures for Great Britain 
in 2012, published by the 
Department for Transport, 
show that overall road 
deaths fell by eight per cent 
to 1,754 in 2012. 

RoSPA feels that unusually 
heavy rainfall in the spring 
and summer probably led to 
less walking, cycling and 
motorcycling, and may be 
part of the reason for the fall 
in casualties. 

However the number of 
pedal cyclists killed rose by 
10 per cent to 118 and 
those seriously injured rose, 
for the eighth year in a row, 
to 3,222. 

The increase in deaths 
was mainly among the 
young with the number of 
child cyclists killed doubling 
from six in 2011 to 13 in 


2012, although the number 
seriously injured fell by a 
fifth. There were also 
increases in the number of 
child car passengers killed 
from 21 in 2011 to 27 in 
2012. 

RoSPA’s road safety chief 
Kevin Clinton said: “The 
good news of a large drop 
in road deaths in 2012 is 
marred by an increase in 
cyclist deaths. 

“Even though road deaths 
in 2012 were at their lowest 
level since records began, 
we need to redouble our 
efforts to make sure that 
cyclist deaths and injuries 
are reduced as the populari¬ 


ty of cycling increases. 

“The fact that most of the 
increase in cycling deaths 
was among child cyclists is 
particularly worrying. As well 
as increasing the provision 
of cyclist training and trying 
to make the roads safer for 
cyclists, we also need to 
hammer home the message 
to drivers to keep their 
speed down, watch out for 
cyclists and give them 
enough room on the road.” 

There were 61 children 
killed on the roads in 2012, 
one more than in 2011, and 
420 pedestrian deaths. 
Motorcyclists killed fell by 
nine per cent to 328.
